(a)  GENERAL*  The  Stourbridge  District  Nursing  Association, 
which  is  a  voluntary  organisation,  employs  two  Nurses,  whose  services 
are  available  for  residents  in  the  Stourbridge  and  Pedmore  areas* 

The  Lye  and  Wollescote  Nursing  Association,  also  a  voluntary  organisation, 
employs  a  nurse, 

(b)  There  is  no  provision  for  Professional  Nursing  of  cases 

of  Infectious  Diseases  treated  at  heme,  excepting  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum, 
cases  of  v/hich  are  attended  by  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  Nurse, 

(ii)  (d)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

The  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre  at  No*  AO  New  Road,  is 
under  the  control  of  a  Voluntary  Committee  and  a  contribution  is  made 
by  the  Town  Council  to  the  funds  of  this  Committee.  The  Town  Council 
own  the  premises  occupied  by  the  Centre, 

An  Orthopaedic  Clinic,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Worcestershire 
County  Council,  is  held  daily  a.t  the  Centre,  for  massage  and  remedial 
exercises. 

An  Ante-natal  clinic  is  held  at  the  Centre  on  Monday  mornings, 
and  is  attended  by  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer.  (An  Ante-natal 
clinic  is  also  held  at  the  Mary  Stevens  Maternity  Home  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Tuesdays,  and  is  attendbd  by  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer). 

A  special  Toddlers  Clinic  is  held  on  the  first  and  third 
Wednesdays  in  each  month.  This  is  intended  for  the  supervision  of  the 
health  of  children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years. 

A  monthly  Dental  Clinic,  especially  for  toddlers  and  young 
children,  is  held  at  the  Centre  on  Saturday  mornings. 


There  is  a  second  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre  at  Orchard 
Lane,  Lye,  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council  und -with  the  same 
facilities  as  the  Stourbridge  Clinic.

Clinics  for  Immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria  are 
held  as  required  at  Stourbridge  ahd  at  Lye.

Scabies 

A  Scabies  Clinic  was  opened  at  Lye  Welfare  Centre  in  November 
for  the  treatment  of  children  and  adult  females  resident  in  the 
Borough.  Weekly  sessions  were  held  when  necessary.

Expectant  mothers,  and  children  under  5  years,  are  eligible  for 
free  or  cheap  milk,  and  all  children  under  2  years  have  received  a

SECTION  C 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  urea* 

viator 

The  Stourbridge  and  District  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the 
Water  Supply,  which  was  satisfactory  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity. 
Several  Works  and  the  Corporation  Baths  pump  water  from  their  own  wells. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  main  severs  in  the  Stourbridge  area  arc  under  the  control  of  the 
Stourbridge  Main  Drainage  Board,  The  sewers  in  Lye  and  Wollescote  area 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Upper  Stour  Valley  Sewerage  Board,  The 
sewage  is  conveyed  to  the  Whittington  sewage  farms  belonging  to  these 
Boards,  and  is  treated  on  the  B3foa&  Irrigation  principle. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  is  dealt  with  by 
controlled  tipping,  being  spread  over  small  areas,  covered  and  levelled. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  three  tips  in  use,  viz,,  Corporation 
Depot,  Birmingham  Street;  Wollaston  Hall  Estate;  Bromley  Street,  Lye, 

Ashpits  are  enptied  as  required,  and  the  contents  of  movable  ashbins 
collected  weekly.  The  few  privies  are  cleared  as  required,  the  contents 
being  buried.  Cesspools  are  emptied  and  the  contents  either  tipped  down 
sewers  or  spread  over  farm  land.  .

SECTION  E 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 
(A)  Milk  Supply 

There  are  11  producers  of  milk  within  the  Borough  with  a  total  of 
approximately  210  cows.  The  total  number  of  retailers  registered  for  the  sale 
of  milk  within  the  Borough  is  44* 

The  cowsheds  and  dairies  were  regularly  inspected  and  in  spito  of  labour 
difficulties,  were  maintained  in  satisfactory  condition.  A  number  of  dirt 
sedimentation  tests  were  carried  out,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory.

Bacteriological  Examinations 

(a)  Milk  Seven  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
with  results  ranging  from  1.100000  to  2.100000  Bacteria  per  millilitre 
with  B.Coli  present  in  1,  1/20  th,  1/300 th  and  1/I000th  millilitres. 

Too  much  importance  cannot,  however,  be  -placed  on  these  figures  due  to  the 
difficulties  of  transport  to  tho  County  Laboratory.  The  Local  Authority 
will,  howover,  co-opcratc  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  in  connection 
with  the  National  Milk  Testing  Scheme  and  more  satisfactory  results  are 
anticipated. 

(b)  Ice  Cream  A  comprehensive  survey,  including  Bacteriological  Reports,  * 

was  made  to  tho  Public  Health  Committee  on  this  subject  in  March  and 
August.  Recommendations  were  made  to  the  Manufacturers  and  subsequent 
Bacteriological  Reports  indicated  considerable  improvement  by  some  of  the 
Manufacturers  » 

The  manufacture  and  sale  of  Ice  Cream  ceased  io.  September 
1942,  but  the  results  indicate  that  a  reasonably  puro  Ice  Cream  can  be 
produced  when  sufficient  care  is  taken. 

Definite  standards  for  the  chemical  and  bacteriological 
composition  of  Ice  Cream  would  be  welcomed.

The  Rationing  of  food  had  the  effect  of  increasing  the  work  of  food 
inspection  as  it  became  necessary  for  the  traders  to  have  a  Condemnation 


Certificate  for  all  foodstuffs  found  to  be  unfit.  In  this  connection  the 


Department  worked  in  closo  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Pood,  in  order  to 
ensure  that  any  unfit  food  having  salvage  value  did  not  become  a  total  loss.

(C)  Food  and  Drugs  Act  •; 

73  Samples  of  food  (including  48  of  Milk)  were  submitted  for 
analysis. 

In  9  cases  Milk  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat  and  in 
2  cases  deficient  in  solids  not  fat.  Prosecutions  were  not 
advised  however  due  to  the  small  deficiencies  and  the  possible 
variations  in  the  quality  of  the  Milk. 


Prosecutions  were  obtained  in  respect  of  2  samples  of  Sage 
&  Onion  Stuffing.  One  sample  contained  the  equivalent  of  45/£ 
raw  onion,  the  other  contained  none  at  all.  The  Magistrates 
accepted  the  County  Analyst’s  suggested  standard  of  an  onion  content 
equivalent  to  23^  raw  onion,  and  the  defendants  were  fined  £12. 12.  Od.

The  type  of  disease  was  again  of  a  mild  nature.  89  cases,  or 
2.57  per  thousand  of  the  population,  were  reported  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  82  in  the  previous  year. 

Diphtheria 


Twenty-one  cases  of  Diphtheria,  equivalent  to  an  incidence  of  0.6 
per  thousand  population,  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  v/ere  no 
deaths.  -.Of  the  21  cases  of  Diphtheria  reported  during  the  year,  11 
were  clinical  and  10  non-clinical  (carriers).  Two  cases  only  -raboth 
carriers  -  had  been  immunised,  in  each  case  with  Toxoid  Anti- toxin  Mixture. 

There  were  9  cases  over  15  years  of  age,  the  oldest  36  years.  All  the  patients 
were  admitted,  to  the  North  Worcs. Joint  Isol*Hosptl.  Domiciliary  treatment  for  this 
disease  is  not  encouraged.
